Mitchell that the leaders of the 
AFL should be fair rather than 
partisan than a! the mom ent he 
selected and at Ixis Angeles. 
He was speaking four days be­ 
fore the appearance of the P resi­ 
dent in that city and in a state 
where the pretensions and the blind 
partisanship of labor leaders have 
been especially noteworthy. 
In August I was in Santa Bar- 
b ira during the state convention 
of the AFL. and the sessions took 
on not the tone and tem per of a 
serious group of representatives of 
workingmen, but rather those of a 
rabid group of partisan.'. 
Leaders not only of the AFL but 
of the CIO have given to their con­ 
ventions in recent years all the 
tawtiry trim m ings of a party nom­ 
inating convention. 


WHILE THE AMERICAN public 
has learned to discount the lack of 
sincerity in party gatherings, it has 
a right to expect something better 
from people who are supposed to 
represent the just and considered 
interests of an economic group. 
For if the two great labor organi­ 
zations are 
to 
be 
nothing 
but 
branches of the presently left-wing 
controlled Democratic party, they 
might well m ake the m erger com­ 
plete and permit other and newly 
created organizations to represent 
the special and im portant economic 
interests of the workingman. 
George Meany, 
sm arting 
over 
the reproof adm inistered by Secre­ 
tary Mitchell, takes refuge in the 
sanctuary so often resorted to when 
rational answers fail. He accuses 
the lab*ir secretary of discourtesy 
to his hosts. 
How about the treatm ent given 
Vice President Nixon last

LAST SPRING, in seeking the 
endorsem ent of the AFL < which he 
received1, he specifically promis­ 
ed, in referring to "right-to-work 
legislation,” 
"Hot 
cargo." 
and 
"secondary boycott" legislation, to 
"work to defeat it in the legisla­ 
ture.” to veto it if passed, and to 
oppose it if placed on Che ballot. 
He continued with a promise to 
oppose "restrictive legislation aim ­ 
ed at labor." This latter is a prom ­ 
ise quite different from being fair 
to labor. It m eans that labor shall 
have no restrictions, which means 
no regulation. 
That m eans that labor, so far as 
the future is concerned, is to be 
free and uncontrolled. If for ex­ 
ample I am to be "unrestricted," 
than I am above the law and the 
government. 
Gov. W arren, regarded as an ul­ 
traliberal Republican, never m ade 
such promises. Nor. in fact, should 
any candidate for elective offices 
m ake such promises. 
Meanwhile, the great power of 
the labor besses is being leveled 
at a few California congressmen 
who

deserve 
re - election.
